sis persons who were uuable to escape 
from the building. 
Two known to be 


luissiuy arc tne janitor and his wife. 


Four firemen were buried under 'alliug 


walls. All these were taken out. 
Two 


were hurt so badly that they may die. 


The record of destruction as nearly as 


may be summed up at present is as fol- 
lows: 


\V. V. Snyder & Co., wholesale dry 


goods store, four story brick building, ro- 
tally destroyed with contents; J. M. 
Mentz. hosiery store, three story brick 
and frame, building and contents destroy- 
ed; Joseph Bornsteiu, shoe store, three 
story frame building and contents, prac- 
tically total loss; Thomas Allen, caterer 
and wholesale confectionery 
establish- 


ment, three story brick and frame build- 
ing, rear part burned; C. B. Peddle, 
trunk and bag store, three story frame 
building, partly burned and stock- heavily 
damaged by water; David Strauss, retail 
dry goods store, four story brick and 
frame, rear damaged by fire and stock 
heavily damaged by water. All these 
places were in Broad street, north of 
Sn-yder's. in the order given. 
Suyder*s 


was on the corner of Cedar street. 


-Buildings damaged in West Park street 


were: 


Rutherford flats, six story frame and 


brick building, upper four stories burned 
and contents heavily damaged: Prog- 
ress and Jeffei-sonian clubs, four story 
building, had roof burned and contents 
damaged by water (the Jeffersonian club 
is the state Democratic headquarters); 
house of Silas C. Halsey, partly burned. 


In Cedar street the flames swept these 


buildings: 


W. T. Rae. jewelry store, three story 


brick building, practically destroyed, with 
contents; storehouse of L. S. Piatt & 
Co., big retail dry goods establishment, 
burned, -with contents: Charles Bier- 
inann's pawnshop, three story brick build- 
ing, and contents, eonss^ied; dwelling 
house owned by Biermann, bnrned; two 
oilier houses on south side Cedar street, 
damaged: Boughton's music store, three 
story brick building, destroyed, contents 
saved; Gurrigau's diujr store, Bruad 
street, nest to Rae's, throe story bffck 
building, und contents, almost total loss. 


Other stores and dwelling houses were 


damaged. The fire, traveling northward 
in Broad street, was checked at Ilart- 
degen's jewelry store, where the famous 
bottle holder in the ilolinoux case was 
bought. 


Origin of the Fire a Mystery. 


The origin of the fire is u mystery. It 


started in the rear of Suydur's, on the 
lower floor, at 6:30 p. m., and within two 
minutes had leaped up through the roof. 
Watson Snyder, who had just finished 
business for the clay and was about to 
go home, discovered the blaze. He rau 
out and sent a cnll from a fire box across 
Broad street. At the same time an em- 
ployee sent iu a telephone alarm. 


Chief Kiersted was one of the first to 


respond to the alarm. He promptly or- 
dered out all the fire apparatus in the 
city. 


The blaze in Snyder's was so fierce that 


for u time it was well uigh impossible 
to get close enough to reach it with 
streams of water. Leaping across Cedar 
street, the flames attacked the Plant ami 
Hue buildings, and for a time it seemed 
the big Plant dry goods store, belter 
known us the Beehive, was doomed to 
utter destruction. Only the must valiant 
work of the firemen, assisted by huudreds 
of employees working with buckets and 
the company's private fire apparatus, 
saved iu 
. 
•> 


By !> o'clock the blaze .was under con- 


trol, though still burning fiercely, but it 
took until daylight -to 'extinguish all tho 
flames. The los* on Snyder's store and 
stock, will approximate, $500,000. ,Two 
photographers, Teusch and Cairns, ami 
many other firms not mentioned in tho 
list given above, but occupying the build- 
ings named, were burned out. 


Hud the blaze started before 0 o'clock 


nothing could have prevented heavy loss 
of life among the 400 or 500 employees 
in Snyder's store. These were mostly 
girls. All, -with a. few exceptions-, we,re 
out by (5:15. 


Faliiiifr electric light wires so endan-. 


gored spectators and firemen that the* 
Elecuie. Light and Power company shut 
off the light from a large section of the 
city. 


At 11:15 
p. m. the side brick wall of 


Bonghton's music store, in the rear of 
Snyder's, crashed down, burying four fire- 
men, Captain Walter Harrison and El- 
mer Gardner of engine No. 4 and Thom- 
ns Brown and Andrew Bessinger of en- 
gine No. !">. Fellow firemen plunged into 
the smoking pile and worked with all 
their might: to rescue their 
comrades. 


Bessinger, Brown and Gardner soon were 
uncovered and drugged out. The work of 
rescuing Captain Ilnirison was more per- 
ilous, but was accomplished successfully 
within an hour. 
Captain Harrison and 


Brown are believed to be injured mor- 
tally.

to local affair?, i.< as foHows; 


Resolved. That tbe competitive vage 


system having been weighed in t!-e bal-1 
anci of timo and experience ami found 
wanting iu all that g>es to make a na- 
tion of tuppy and contented people, 
must make way fur a just, scientific and 
humane co-operative system. We there- 
fore as a step in this direction present 
tbe following demand*: 


I. Absolute self government, aboli- 


tion of the veto power of (he mayor; all 
measures to be submitted to tie people 
for their approvalJor rejection when 
petitioned tor by 15 per cent of the citi- 
zens, the people also to htve the right 
to initiate legislation by petition and 
thereby have a government of, for and 
by the people, iustead of a despotism 
of, for and by breweries and other] cor- 
porations. 


II. We demand tbat all cily work 


shall be done by the day, the citizens of 
Portsmouth to be given the choice when 
labor is to be employed, and that such 
employment sha'l be direct and brought 
under a classified civil service, with ad- 
mission and promotion for merit only, 
and dismissal for cause after hearing '< 
that the minimum wages be two dollar* 
per day for eight hours work.

General Prettym.m introduced the van- 
quished commandant to the victorious 
field marshal. General Cronje touched 
his hat to Lord Roberts and the latter 
returned the salute. Then the group 
dismounted and Lord Roberts stopped 
forward and took General 
Cronje's 


hand. 
"You made a gallant defense, 


sir," was his first greeting to the grim 
old Boer. He then motioned General 
Cronje to a seat ia a chan which had 
been brought for las accommodation 
and the two officers conversed through 
an interpreter.

Sunday luoining. George Vouim was hi 
charge of the sloop. A bitter <-«>ld ^ale 
was sweeping the bay wlieii tin- paity 
left Bay Shore. 


The distance across the bay to Fire is- 


land is about *even miles, and when 
about half this distance had been accom- 
plished the sloop became unmanageable 
and diifted about at the mercy of wind 
and tide. 
The rigging became rhokc-d 


with ice, while the deck of the craft was 
like a skating pond. 
Anchors were 


thrown out, but they failed to hold. 


After nightfall they continued to diift 


about until finally the anchors took hold, 
ai>d the party found themselves off Little 
FJre island, which is located about a 
mile and a half northeast of Fire island. 
Here they managed to work the craft iu- 
shore until she grounded. 
Then both 


anchors were made fagt. and the storm 
.bound party proceeded to make them- 
selves comfortable for the night. There 
was plenty of piovisious aboard the boat, 
but it was bitter cold during the night. 


The Start of the Rencuerii. 


In the meantime the Fire islaud life 


saving crew began to get uneasy over the 
uonappearance of the sloop, and they be- 
gan to patrol the beach, looking for traces 
of the craft. On Monday morning one of 
the life savers, through his glasses, caught 
sight of the stranded craft embedded in 
the ice off Little Fire island. A crew was 
muateied and the lifeboat tan down to 
the neaiest point opposite Little Fire is- 
land. It took the life Cavers fully two 
hours to fight their way through the ice. 
When they came alongside the Humbler, 
the entiie crew went aboatd the hloop. 
A jam of ice filled the bay, and it AMIS 
deemed hazardous to attempt to foice a 
passage back to Fire island. There \\ as 
also danger that the Rambler might be 
torn fiom her berth and carried out with 
the pack, so preparations for abandoning 
the craft were made. QuantiUi": of the 
stores and provisions, purchased :it Rii.\ 
Shoie were loaded into the lifeboat jiud, 
embarking, the party succeeded in mak- 
ing a landing on Little Fire island. Here 
they took possession of u hut known iw 
Albiu's Chowder House, which is often 
used by fishing and gunning parties. 


There was an abundance of driftwood 


ou the island, and they soon had a tiro 
going. The party spent Monday night on 
the island, and when the gule subsided 
yesterday morning Ktul the channel be- 
tween the island tind Fire island beach 
began to clear of ice, they gut into Hi 
lifeboat again and reached Fire island 
without difficulty.
